Resistance was, in fact, still possible.

Qaullo, and by a strong minority among 
tho Council of Ministers In Bordeaux. 

But it would have been mecessory to 
galvanise the country, to have appealed 
fur complete co-operation.

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JAPAN’S NEW DILEMMA 


There are, apparently, any 
number of political observers 
prepared to believe that exten- 
sion of the European war to the 
Far East is merely a question of 
time—and not a long time at 
that. This belief, however, 
argues an attitude of Intracta- 
bility by all partics concerned 
both with regard to current and 
future political issues in the 
Orient, as well as the ability and 
willingness of Japan to imple- 
ment the new alliance she has 
signed with Germany and Italy. 

Under the new alliance the 
three signatories promise to 
render each other aid should 
certain stated circumstances 
arise, but precisely how this is 
to be accomplished has left even 
the best informed critics wonder- 
ing. If the pact is an attempt 
to give Japan carte blanche in 
her efforts to establish a New 
Order in East Asia, it is ao 
characteristically ‘naive gesture 
on the part of the two European 
partners; but it is difficult to 
see how much nearer It brings 
Japah towards realisation of the 
quest. As no direct challenge of 
the United States the pact fs un- 
Mistakable, but here again it 
is one thing to make a challenge, 
and quite another to put it into 
effect. 

.Like Germany, Japan has 
enjoyed some spectacular 
successes in the war field dur- 
ing the past three years, but 
these have yet to be consolidated 
in terms of economic and finan- 
cial gain.» It fs probable that 
Japan. economically, is as re- 
silient ‘ad almost any other 
nation in the world; nevertheless 
even she is beginning to feel the 
enormous strain of her “China 
Incident” venture. It is hard to 
believe that she, in her present

His burns were sprayed with a 
preparation of tannic acid so that 
he was sheathed in a chemical skin. 
There was none of that unspcak- 

‘able torment of dressing and un- 
dressing burns. 

Instead, a cage was placed over 
him and he lay until under the tan- 
nic sheath the wounds began to 
heal and the skin to reform, That 
was five weeks ago. 

Then, like a serpent shedding ita 
slough, the sheath pecied olf of ita 
own accord, And he-emerged re- 
stored, 

Not only had the tannic acid 
helped the healing process but it 
had arrested the death-process 
which used to act in a few doys 
after the burning—due to some 
poison distilled in the burned: Mesh 
and absorbed Into the body. 

Treatment of burns Js vitally im-

[ remember particularly o visit 
I paid to Louvain when it was still 
held by us, Much of the city had 
been nid waste, The body of a 
ten-year-old girl was still trapped 
in the debris of what, a few days 
before, bad been nn ordinary, 
happy home.

JAPAN'S NEW DILEMMA 


There are, apparently, any 
number of political observers 
prepared to belicve that exten- 
sion of the European war to the 
Far East ia merely a question of 
time—and not a long time at 
that. This belief, however, 
argues an attitude of intracta- 
bility by all parties concerned 
beth with regard to current and 
future political issues in the 
Orient, as well as the ability and 
willingness of Japan to imple- 
ment the new alliance she has 
signed with Germany and Italy. 

Under the new alliance the 
three signatories promise to 
render euch other aid should 
certain stated circumstances 
nrise, but precisely how this is 
to be accomplished has left even 
the beat informed critics wonder- 
ing. If the pact is an attempt 
to give Japan carte blanche in 
her efforts to establish a New 
Order in East Asia, it is a 
characteristically naive gesture 
on the part of the two European 
partners; but it is difficult to 
see how much nearer it brings 
Japan towards realisation of the 
quest. As a direct challenge of 
the United States the pact fs un- 
mistakable, but here again it 
is one thing to make a challenge, 
and quite another to put it into 
effect. . 

Like Germany, Japan has 
enjoyed some spectacular 
successes in the war field dur- 
ing the past three years, but 
these have yet to be consolidated 
in terms of economic and finan- 
cial gain. It is probable that 
Japan economically, is as re- 
silient as almost any other 
nation in the world; nevertheless 
even she is beginning to feel the 
enormous strain of her “China 
Incident” venture. It is hard to 
believe that she, in her present 
condition, would welcome a clash 
of arms with the United States 
—a_ clash which would also in- 
a: drag in Britain against

His burns were spraycd with a 
preparation of tannic acid so that 
he was sheathed in a chemical skin, 
There was none of that unspeak- 
able torment of dressing and un- 
dressing burns, 

Instead, a cage was placed over 
him and he lay until under the tan- 
nic sheath the wounds began 
heal and tho skin to reform, That 
was five weeks ago. 

"Then, like a serpent shedding Its 
slough, the sheath peeled off of its 
own accord. And he emerged re- 
stored, 

Not only had the tannic acid 
helped the healing proccss but it 
had arrested the death-process 
which used to set in a few days 
after tho burning—due to some 
poison distilled in the burned fiesh 
and absorbed into the body. 

Treatment of burns is vitally im-

WEED-PICKING CURE 


Fractured limbs are now placed 
in plaster casts, which, while hold- 
ing the fractured bone in place 
allows certain movements of the 
muscles. 

In addition to all tho various cicc- 
trical methods of restoring tho body 
to usefulness, there are light remo- 
dial exercises in the gymnasium. 

Planing a piece of wood is part 
of the doctor's prescription for 
restoring a damaged arm. Picking

WASHINGTON, Sepl. 3 0, 
(UP), — Eleven distingguished 
members of the Harvard 
Faeulty, including Dean James 
M..Landia of the Law School, | 
to-lny sent a: letter” to the 
“Washington Star” urging the 
United States to take immedi- 
ate steps to prevent the Japan- 
ese conquest of China and naval 
dominance in the Pacific. ! 

They demanded that the United 
States shoutd, firstly, deprive Japan 
of raw materials with which they can 
wago cfifectlve war; stcondly, extend 
ald to China and, thirdly, arrange ta 
share the Singaporg naval base and 
other British bases in the Far East. 

“Japan, nourished by ‘Imports of 
war materials from the United Stites 
and sustained by the proceeds of cx- 
ports tu the United States, is on the 
point of establishing herself as 4 
duminant power ino the Far East,” 
the letter reads, “She might seize 
nnd absorb Indo-China, Stam and the 
Duteh East Indies and there would 
be no further effective obsticle to 
the conquest of all British possessluns 
tn the Far Enst including Australlo, 


Unenviable Position 


“With the Axis powers domilnaunn 
Eurupe and Japan dominating the Far 
East, economic control of South Ame- 
rlea by thers three would be a prob- 
ability. In a world where the fore- 
Boing developments have tiuken place 
the position of the United States 
would not be an, enviable one. 
The enforcement of the Monroe 
Doctrine would become on impossi- 
bility due to the pressure that could 
be exerted upon South America and 
our own preoccupation with defence.”

Britain’s Counter-Measures 

LONDON, Sept. 30 (Domel) —Re- 
opening of the Burma road) Anglo- 
American defence co-operation im the 
Paeific, and prohibition of shipments 
to Japan of Australian wool, Cana~ 
dian nickel and copper, and other 
military resources from British 
colonies and -Domiintuns, are - con~ 
sidered by Informed political circles 
here as the likely counter-measures 
to be taken by Britain in mecting the 
newly-concluded tripartite alliance 
between Jnpan, Germany and Italy. 

It J, understood that British Gov- 
ernment authorities are continuing 
careful considerntions of the altuation 
arising from the tripartite treaty. 

Some circles suggest that British 
restrictlons on Japanese shipping 
will be Intensifled so that the exist- 
Ing rafe navigation system will be 
modified.

A Chinese was fined $500 nt 
Central Magistracy this morn- 
ing for exporting goods in con- 
travention of the Defence Ie- 
gulations. 

The defendant, Cheung Sang, 
was charged before Mr. H. G 
Sheldon for being the exporter 
of 91 packages containing the 
component parts of motor lor- 
ries, tyres and other acccssorics 
by the motor ship Guia on Sep- 
tember 9. 

The goods were moved oul of Miry 
Bay without the licence of the Con: 
troller of Trade, 

Defendant pleaded guilty to the 
charge, but said that he was under 
the Impression that the -nan whe 
handled the matter for him, a person 
named Tsoi In, was in possession of 
the required licence. 

Mr. W. J. Buller, Chict Preventive 
Officer, asked that a serious vicw be 
taken of the offence, and His Worship 
imposed the fine as stated, Mr. 
Sheldon told Cheung Sang that it wis 
up to him to sce that o proper permit 
wos obtained, or to employ people 
that he could rely upon. 


To Help Family 


After three years’ employment 45 
plumber in the Royal Naval Deock- 
yard, Yu Ngau, 32, succumbed to 
temptation and stole quantity of 
solder, He was arrested on Monday 
ag he was leaving the Dockyard when 
he tried to dash past a plain-clothes 
detective.

American Comipany’s 
Equipment Seized 


SPECIAL TO THE "TELEGRAPH" - 

TIENTSIN, Sept. 30. (UP) — 
The British Consulate his an- 
nounced that the administration 
of the télephone system in the 
British, French and Italian Con- 
cessions in Tientsin has been 
transferred to the Mayor of the 
city under an agreement signed 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon. * 

This is recognised a5 a further 
concession to Japan, as the telephone 
administration has long been o stand~ 
ing bone of contention, 

Since the blockade there has been 
no Inter-telephone communication 
with arcas outside the French and 
British Concessions, but It bs 
anticipated that a r¢-conncction will 
now be made. . 

French Seizures 

A Shanghai message received this 
morning says that it Js reported that 
the French Concession police bn 
Tientsin last night seized the radio 
equipment, books nnd records which 
were the property of the American 
Radlo Service. 

The stuff was selzed from the 
custody of the American Marshal 
despite his protest. 

Afterwards the French police made 
the records available to Japanere 
gendarmes at French police hend- 
quarters, 

The police also urrested seven 
Chinese members of the staff whose 
custody the Japanese are demanding. 

The French authorities claim that 
the American Consulnte hnd carlicr 
complied with a request to search 
the American Radio Service's offices 
and to confiscate the cquipment, 
which, [it Js alleged the company 
were operating In violation of the 
French Concession regulations, 

The Consulate issued 0 warrant [or 
the search, but not for the confisca- 
tion of the books and records. 

The American Marshal took the 
equipment into his custody, but the 
French removed the stuff to their 
headquarters,

Human Cargo Fired 

According to the Crown's cuse, the 
pirates, after removing the goods from 
the junk, imprisoned their victims 
below and act fire to the boot with 
Its humun cargo. Several of the 
passengers And crew were burned to 
death and more than ten others were 
severely injured before two of the 
victims managed to free themselves 
and put out the blaze. 

Mr. J. P. Murphy, Assistant Crown 
Solicitor, assisted by Sub-Insvector L. 
Tyler, prosecuted, 

Sergeant J. G. Whitcroft sald that 
on May 7, he boarded junk No. 
‘T4080H in Cheung Chou harbour, and 
found signs to Sndicate that there 
had been a fire on board. In a hold, 
he found two Chinese males dead. 
One wan tled hand and foot and both 
hod the appearance of having been 
burned to death, Another body 
found on deck wus also bound. A 
few spent cartridges and some rope 
were scattered ubout the deck. 
Nincteen injured people were taken 
ashore to Cheung Chau Hospital, 
where two dled carly the following 
morning. The injured were later 
transferred to Kowloon Hospital. 

Evidence of Peep

JAPAN'S NEW DILEMMA 

There are, apparently, any 
number of political observers 
prepared to believe that exten- 
sion of the European war to the 
Far East is merely a question of 
time—and not a long time at 
that. This belief, however, 
argues an attitude of intracta- 
biity by all partics concerned 
both with regard to current and 
future political issucs in the 
Orient, a3 well as the ability and 
willingness of Japan to tmple- 
ment the new alliance she has 
signed with Germany and Italy. 

under the new alliance the 
three signator.es promise to 
render each other aid should 
certain stated circumstances 
arise, but precisely how this is 
to be accomplished has Ieft even 
tne best intormed critica wonder- 
ing. If the pact is an attempt 
to give Japan carte blanche in 
hor efforts to establish a New 
Order in East Asia, it is a 
characteristically naive gesture 
on the part of the two European 
partners; but it is difficult to 
see how much nearer it brings 
Japan towards realisation of the 
quest. As a direct challenge of 
the United States the pact is un- 
mistakabie, but here again it 
ia one thing to make a challenge, 
and quite another to“put it into 
effect. 

Like Germany, Japan. has 
enjoyed some spectacular 
successes in the war field dur- 
ing the past three years, but 
these have yet to be consolidated 
in terms of economic and firtan- 
cial gain. .

Instead, o cage was placcd over 
him and he lay until under the tan- 
nic sheath the wounds began to 
heal and the skin to reform, That 
was Ave wecks ago.

Not only had the tannic acid 
helped the healing process but it 
had arrested’ the death-proccss 
which used to set In a few days 
after the burning—duc to some 
poison distiiled in the burned fiesh 
and absorbed into the body.
